Stop Light Could Prevent 
Ambulance Flashing One... 

Editorial epitaphs Just don’t make it. Pointing out dangers 
after casualties result from them makes a hollow echo. Run¬ 
ning blood always has more Impact than jelled cells. Maybe 
the change in color lessens the lesson. 

THE HANNINGS Lane and Mt. Pella Road Intersection Is 
probably the most deadly traffic hazard on campus. Although 
autos haven’t collided there yet, the accident potential Is over¬ 
whelming. 

Turning onto Hannings from the southern side of ML 
Pella Rd. is not so frightening. Making the turn from the 
north Is a killer. Exiting either direction from Hannings onto 
the road elicits a variety of upsetting emotions when cars are 
coming. 

SEEING THE ML Pella traffic from the north is almost 
Impossible. The bank on the left Is definitely opaque. Exiting 
drivers must pull their cosmetic bumpers dangerously close- 
many just jut the car nose into the lane—in order to get a little 
glimpse of ML Pelia heading north. 

Drivers have to swerve to miss the front end of cars try¬ 
ing to get out. Jerking the wheel on a narrow road Is not con¬ 
ducive to longevity. 

WHACKING OFF some of the embankment would give more 
visibility. A caution light would be of no help In seeing. Anyone 
who has made the turn knows to be very conservative. A trip 
stop light would be the best solution if the bank Is not cuL 'Hie 
light would stay green and turn red only when cars on ML 
Pelia pulled onto the weight switch to change the light so they 
could exlL 

The plea and alternatives are above. Either the campus or 
the city — or a joint effort — should remedy this before the 
sirens start after some human cargo or corpses. 
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Logic And Locks 
Cuts Thefts 

Most campus thefts could 
be eliminated If common sense 
was used. 

“In every case of thefts In 
coed dorms last year, the door 
had been left unlocked,’’ ac¬ 
cording to Ted Council, Assis¬ 
tant Director of Safety and 
Security.
